Our standard of civilization is per- 


sonal comfort—luxury, a thing abso- 
lutely unknown in native India There 
is scarcely any difference in thernodeof 
living between the rich, and the poor. 
If you go into the house of a rajah, there 
is the same bare floor, and only a simple 
platter to eat from, such as is seen in the 
home of the poorest. To put it crudely, 
there will probably not be even the 
luxury of a wash basin and towel, for 
the rich man, like his poor brother, he 
\\ ashes in the open and dries himself 
in the sun. Such is the extreme sim- 
plicity of life that wealth is still buried 
in India; a man may spend it on jewels 
for his wife, but not on pleasure or per- 
sonal comfort. This simple life, which 
fostered no distinctions of class, has 
been preserved for 3,000 years by In- 
dian civilization, but ours will destroy it

"that 350,000 miners be condemned to 
lives of drudgery and starvation by 
arbitrary rulings of courts is an insult 
to a benificent Creator, an outrage 
upon free government and a disgrace 
to the Christian civilization under 
which we live."

the miners have had their fill of Hanna- 
ism and that henceforth they will vote 
as becomes American citizens for the 
interests of the United States.

They ought to be 
able to make ends meet on ten acres. 
A man could keep a horse, a cow or 
two, chickens or ducks, and could raise 
a good many tilings on ten acres. It's 
a slow man w ho can't pick up odd jobs, 
in the country to make his rent and 
have a little besides.' 


"Notwithstanding all that the farmer 


said, the Tact remains that dozens of 
such little country homes in eastein 


the city and now pays ten dollars a 
month rent, whereas he couldn't pay 
$1.50 
a month in the country. It is a 


puzzle to me -why men can't get along 
on ten good acres like that. I can only 
conclude 'that they are too lazy 1o work.

When a Hindoo dies theservices of an 


undertaker are not needed, as word is 
immediately sent to the relatives and 
.friends of 'the deceased, who meet at 
'the house and attend'to all the-details 
of the funeral. Some of them buy at 
the "bazar the articles necessary for 
the ceremony, such as a piece of linen, 
copper pots, pieces of sandalwood, one 
earthen pot, some "ghee," or clarified 
butter, rice, a few split chips of bam- 
boo and two strong bamlboo poles for 
the bier. In rainy weather some oil 
and resin1 to revive the flames are added 
to the stock of necessaries. A sacred 
grass, the "durbhas'," and some "tulsi" 
leaves are spread over the bier. It is 
very necessary that the son of the de- 
ceased should perform the ceremony. 
If he is absent at the time of the death 
the father or brother of the deceased or 
some other male member of tne family 
may take his place. When there is no 
son in the family one is adopted for tLe 
purpose.—Chicago Inter Ocean.
